He was one 
of the country 's foremost agricult i- 
risfs and stockmen. He was one of 
the first to introduce thoroug hbred 
stock in Lee county and until a few 
y ears ag o conducted 
an extensive 
business as a breeder of horses, cat­ 
tle and swine of the hig hest 
stan­ 
dards on his finely appointed stock 
farm in section 14. China township. 


Native of Pennsy lvania. 
Mr. Dy sart w as born in Hunting ­ 
don county , Pa., Sept. 14, 183 4. He 
was a descendant 
of German 
and 
Irish ancestry , and came from a long 
lived, vig orous race, from whom he 
inherited a strong constitution and 
a fine phy sique. He passed the first 
20 y ears of his life in bis native state, 
came to Lee county in the spring of 
1835 and was closely identified with 
the c o u n ty ’s hig hest interests. 
He made farming his chief occupa­ 
tion. Alway s an admirer of fine stock 
he early learned to disting uish 
the 
g ood points of a horse and to judg e 
of the merits of cattle and swine and 
even in boy hood had a keen desire to 
raise thoroug hbred stock. In 1855 lie 
settled on section 1 1, China township 
and developed a farm of 400 acres, 
widely known as the “ Pines 
Stock 


Farm.” 
Mr. Dy sart was also very much in­ 
terested in forestry and was an e n ­ 
thusiastic advocate of preserving the 
forests now standing as far as pos­ 
sible and of extending the area 
of 
g rowing timber by constantly plant­ 


ing trees.
